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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims / Priority 

Claims 1-9 and 31-33 are pending in the current application. According to the 
Amendments to the Claims, filed May 6, 2010, claims 1 and 33 were amended and claims 10-30 
and 34-39 were cancelled. This application is a 35 U.S.C. § 371 National Stage Filing of 
International Application No. PCT/EP2004/0 12851, filed November 9, 2004, which claims 
priority under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(a-d) to DE 10354860.2, filed November 19, 2003. 

Status of Restrictions /Election of Species 
Applicant's affirmation of the following 
election, with traverse, in the reply filed on November 
13, 2009, is acknowledged: Group I - claims 1-9 and 
31-33. 

The requirement was made FINAL in the Non-Final Rejection, mailed on July 7, 2009. 

The sections of U.S.C. Title 35 that formed the basis of prior rejections formulated, as 
well as any references supporting said rejections, that are not included with this Office action, 
may be found in either the Non-Final Rejection, mailed on July 7, 2009, or the Final Rejection, 
mailed on December 9, 2009. Furthermore, any rejections and/or objections of record not 
explicitly addressed herein below, are hereby withdrawn, in light of applicant's arguments and/or 
the Amendments to the Claims, filed May 6, 2010. 

Thus, a third Office action and prosecution on the merits of claims 1-9 and 31-33 is 
contained within. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-9 and 31-33 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art is silent with respect to substituted phenazinium salts of the formula I, as 
recited in claim 1 . 

Consequently, the limitation on the core of the substituted phenazinium salts of the 
formula I that is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior art is X on the periphery of the 
phenazinium core. This limitation is present in the recited species of claim 9.
